TURKEY AND EGYPT. — 

Oar con “Al Lewa” states that 
Ghazi Makhtar Pacha, on behalf of the Porte, 
demands what practically amoants to the 
cession of the Sinai Peninsula and permission 
to construct a railway from Akaba to Suez. 
That such amazing demands should have been 
made argues a remarkable lack of humour 
on the part of the Ottoman Government, 
whose next demand, we suppose, will be for 
the cession of Zsgazig, Ismailia, and _Belbeis. 
Does the Porte seriously believe that Egypt 
can consent to the occupation of the Sinai— 
the natural buffer between Turkey and the 
dominions of the Khedive—by Ottoman forces, 
or to the construction of a railway which can 
only be of strategical value to a would-be 
invader ? It may be urged that our Nationalist. 
contemporary has been misinformed. It is trae 
that ‘Al Lewa” bas always shown a remarkabie 
dexterity in misinterpreting motives - espe- 
cially those cf the higher British officials who 
have done yeoman’s service to the Khoedivial 
Government—bat the close relations that exist 
between Mustapha Pacha Kamel and the 
Ottoman High Commissioner make it more 
than probable that his description of the 
Porte’s demands is absolutely correct. 

As tothe attitude of the Egyptian Press 
we are glad to recognise that the Buropean 
organs of Alexandria and Cairo have long 
realised that the principles for which the 
Egyptian Government is contending in de- 
manding the evacuation of Tabah are 
jast and patriotic, Egypt cannot afford to 
see the gap of desert that separates her from 
her powerfal neighbour bridged by Otto- 
man military posts and strategical railways. 
Her isolation has been one of the factors of 
her prosperity. Trae, ehe owes mach to good ’ 
government, to the industry ot her peasantry, 
and to the great public works that have 
increased her resources and defy natare in 
her most niggard years ; but had she been 
compelled to arm against powerfal neighbours, 
to guard all her frontiers against the menace 
of invasion, to watch with anxiety any distar- 
bance in the political equilibriam of the 
Levant, her progress, however excellent her 
goverument, must have been terribly delayed. 
Of our vernacular contemporaries, somo realise 
the danger, but there are others that bail it — 
as a blessing: » The Nationalist appreciations ot 
the situation are an interesting study. They 
demand constitutions and chambers of deputies 
—enlarging-at the ssme time on the rights in 
Egypt of the Sultan to whom such things are 
anathema.

EXPOSES SOCTALISTIC DOCTRINES.

PREPARATIONS FOR KING EDWARD'S 
RECEPTION.

Atuens, April 11. 

Great preparations are being made here for 
the reception of King Edward, Queen Alex- 
andra, and the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
who are expected to arrive at Athens in the 
early part of Easter week.

Bulwark, Prince of Wales, Irresistible, Impla- 
cable, Leviathan, Lancaster, Valcan, Surprise, 
Barham, and five torpedo-destroyers, besides 
H.M:8. Terrible. which is escorting the Renown. 

Admiral Zotos and Capt. Zohias, of the 
Greek Navy, and Col. Soutsos, of the Cavalry, 
have been appointed to be inattendance upon 
King Edward during his stay in Athens.

KAISER CREATES SENSATION. 


ANOTHER REMARKABLE TELEGRAM.

GAS AS TRAIN ILLUMINANT 
CONDEMNBD. 


—— 


The Board. of Trade recently published 
the report of Lteut. Col. P..G. Von Donop, 

E., a3 the result of his enquiry into the 
ciroumstances ofthe derailment of a passen- 
ger train on the Great Central Railway in 
Gatesby Tonnel. Thera were between 50 and 
60 passengers in the train, which was ranning 
from London to. Manchester, bat none of 
these appeared to have saffered any bodily 
injury. All ths vehicles of the train were 
considerab'y damaged, and the line was 
completely wrecked for about 450 yards. The 
cause of the derailment was due to a broken 
rail. The flaw was an internal one, and could 
not have been discovered by inspection. . 

The inspector draws attention to the fact 
that three of the vehicles on the train were 
lighted by gas ; all the lights in these vehicles 
were at once extinguished by the derailment 
and there was in conseqienca a great escape 
of gas. Fortunately the officials took prompt 
measures to keep all naked lights away from 
these vehicles. Danger was thereby averted, 
but “it is terrible to contemplate what might 
have been the results of this accident if an 
explosion had occurred or a carriage had 
caught fire in the tunnel. The leading and 
reat vehicles of the train were both lighted 
by electricity ; the lights ia the latter were 
extinguished, but in the former vehicle they 
remained alight throaghout, and were of the 
greatest assistance in rescuing and controlling 
the passengers.” The inspector thinks “that 
andue risk isran by allowing rail; to remain 
in use on main lines until they have been 
redaced in weight to the extent allowed by 
the company.”
